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Improving life for 
hundreds of people 


ON 30 June it was my privilege to meet six people who 
have changed the lives of hundreds. They were among 
eight people who have been nominated for the Witness 
Recognition Scheme’s Capable Guardian Award 201 0, 
which pays tribute to members of the public who have 
helped make Hackney a safer and better place to live. 


The Police, Council and Hackney Homes have hundreds of 
officers and staff, but they cannot be everywhere, all the 
time. Although anonymous tip-offs can be helpful, to tackle 
anti-social behaviour for good, we need witnesses to come 
forward and give evidence. 



Keen to tackle drug-taking, noise and harassment on an 
estate, a safer neighbourhood police team leafleted 200 
properties. The police got just three replies - but they made 
all the difference. All three people have been nominated for 
the help they gave towards gaining a closure order on a flat 
at the heart of the problem. At a stroke, anti-social 
behaviour across the estate has fallen dramatically and 
hundreds of residents have benefited. 

One resident has helped the local beat police and now the 
safer neighbourhood team over many years, taking the time 
and trouble to supply vital evidence that has stopped drug 
dealing in her area. 

Although another witness had to move due to the 
harassment he suffered from his neighbour’s anti-social 
behaviour, he returned and helped the flat’s new tenant 
build sufficient evidence for Hackney Homes to gain an 
outright possession order against the perpetrator. 

The sixth witness helped with the closure of the notorious 
Cricketers pub. Ignoring personal intimidation, he was the 
first resident to come forward publicly, which encouraged 
others to break their silence. 

These six people gave their time to fill in incident log sheets, 
provide statements, attend meetings - some attended 
court -and support others. So as well as being courageous, 
they were also determined. They are a mix of ages, gender 
and ethnicity, but all have one thing in common: They all 
cared enough to stand up and do something to make their 
community a better place to live. 

Along with all those who have been nominated for this 
award, I would like again to thank them personally, publicly 
and on behalf of the entire borough.

EIGHT courageous witnesses from Hackney were 
recognised at the borough’s first ‘Capable Guardian’ 
ceremony on 30 June. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, and Hackney Police Borough 
Commander, Steve Bending, handed out certificates and 
celebrated the achievements of people who have made a 
difference in their communities through their efforts to help 
the Council and police tackle anti-social behaviour. 

Mayor Pipe said: “Today we are celebrating eight 
individuals, all of whom have made a massive contribution 
to making their communities safer. Year in, year out, we talk 
about anti-social behaviour, and we work in partnership 
with other agencies to tackle it. However, at the end of the 
day, so much is down to individuals, and the Council and 
police need witnesses to come forward.” 

One of the witnesses helped the police and the Council to 
gather evidence that led 
to a closure order being 
served on The 
Cricketers’ pub in 
Clarence Road, E5. He 
said: “Helping to get the 
pub closed changed our 
quality of life overnight. 

Myself and my 
neighbours used to be 
regularly woken up at 
4am or 6am by noise 
from the pub. I couldn’t watch TV in my own front room 
because the noise was so loud. 

“My advice to anyone experiencing problems with 
anti-social behaviour is to contact the authorities; record 
everything that happens; and be prepared for a process that 
can take a while. It was worth every moment.”

Nuran Bilgin, 49, owns a cafe in Shoreditch 
but is also a carer for her sister Mualla, 52, 
who has physical and learning disabilities. 
Through the Council’s Homeshare Daycare 
scheme, Nuran drops off Mualla with Hatice 
three times a week, so she can go to work 
and also spend time with her seven-year- 
old son. 

Hatice also welcomes 84-year-old Halida 
Mehmet into her Stoke Newington home 
each week, giving her carer, Nermin, some 
time off. 

Hatice, 58, said that she enjoys having a full 
house and chatting to her regular guests. 
She decided to take part in the Homeshare 
Daycare scheme following the death of her 
husband two years ago. 

Nuran said: “It gives me a break, and Mualla 
likes socialising, so it’s like visiting a friend 
for her - a change of environment - getting 
out of the house.” 

All Homeshare Daycare volunteers are 
security checked through the Criminal 
Records Bureau. The Council can provide 
care if an emergency arises.

Among the eight actors were 
Shaquille’s cousins, Dan and 
Jo-Jo, who played the parts 
of one of the perpetrators 


and the bereaved 
mother of the 
victim. 

The play uses a 
combination of 
dance, 
movement, 
acrobatics, 
music, words and 
edited broadcast 
interviews with 
people theorising from 
all angles about gang 
violence, to explore how and 
why such crimes happen. It 
explores how young boys 
become alienated, commit 
themselves to gang culture - 
and what impact this has on 
them, their families and the 
wider community.

Chicken Shed, 
marked the 
launch of 
‘Tomorrow?’

‘Live your life the 
way you want

H ackney resident 
Martyn Sibley, 
physically disabled 
from birth, is taking 
part in a pilot scheme that’s 
looking at a new way of 
planning care based on a 
person’s chosen outcomes - 
a way that’s different from 
existing services. 

At the moment people 
have less say over their 



support, especially support 
not often associated with 
care services, like social or 
educational activities. 

But from early next year, 
people who need lots of care 
will be able to plan their 
own support based on what 
they think will improve their 
quality of life, giving people 
freedom to look at a wider 
range of options. 

Martyn explained: “A 
couple of weeks ago I met 
with social services and we 
talked about what planning 
for your own outcomes is all 
about. 

“We came up with some 
ideas together - one was 
keeping my existing support 
package as it already is. 

“Another was swimming, 
as I felt that I’d benefit 
physically and mentally 
from swimming once a 
week. I went to Clissold 
eisure Centre where they 


run a disability session. I had 
my first swim with support 
from carers, hoists and all 
the gear. It made me feel 
amazing as I’ve never had 
a physical exercise outlet 
before. It’s going to bring a 
new dimension to my life.” 

Martyn believes that 
this new way of planning 
support will help empower 
disabled people. He said: 
“Often disabled people 
don’t have confidence or 
aspiration day-to-day. This 
scheme will draw out what 
people would like to do, 
and they’ll realise there are 
people to help them, that 
there are services out there, 
and that they can take 
control.” 

Those not eligible for 
long-term support will 
also benefit as the Council, 
the NHS, and local 
organisations are set to 
work more closely together. 


Information about services 
on offer for them will be 
made easily available, giving 
people options to improve 
their quality of life. 

And for Martyn, this 
choice over services suited 
to the individual is the key. 
“The changes will allow 
you to go out and live your 
life the way you want to - 
and that is important for 
everyone,” he said.

EETING 
Stephen Gill 
in his Bethnal 
Green studio, 

I am full of anticipation. 
In the last week alone 
people have mentioned 
his work to me on three 
separate occasions. 

His studio is nestled in an 
enormous old warehouse, 
surrounded by endless 
floors and corridors 
bursting with his work 
and collected fragments. 

The artist/photographer 
- he doesn’t define which, 
simply saying that he 
“takes pictures” - has 
been interested in visual 
arts from an early age, 
and started working in a 
photographic studio 
while still at school. 

Growing up in Bristol, 
with its open space and 
burgeoning arts scene, 
was instrumental in his 




development as an artist. 
He believes that “what I do 
today directly relates back 
to these formative days”. 

It’s perhaps this love of 
outdoor space and of being 
surrounded by creativity 
that drew Stephen to 
Hackney, and Hackney 
Wick in particular. 

In his early days in 
London, he describes 
how he found the place 
“ overwhelming ” . Yet 
he had a strong desire to 
capture it on camera. Then 
he discovered and fell in 
love with Hackney, and its 
“magnetism”. 

Rejecting the latest 
developments in digital 
camera technology, he 


bought a plastic camera 
from a market in Hackney 
Wick and began using it to 
take photos. 

The fact he had little 
control over the settings 
meant he was able to 
concentrate on the feeling 
of the place around him, 
and on composition, “to 
simplify the photographic 
process”. 

In the early days, he put 
up notices asking for film 
that people didn’t want, 
or would like to donate to 
his project. This meant he 
used a variety of film types, 
which added uncertainty 
to the look of the resulting 
image. He liked this lack of 
control, which has become 


a defining feature of his 
artistic approach. 

As part of this method, 
Stephen buries his prints 
in the ground in Hackney 
Wick, then digs them up 
several weeks later to see the 
effect the earth has on them. 

The results are surprising 
and beautiful. He has 
dedicated a whole book, 
called Hackney Flowers, to 
this experimental process. 
He donates £1 from 
every copy sold to enable

young people to access 
photography and take 
images for themselves. He’s 
raised £3,500 to date. 

Stephen says he is driven 
to take photos to show 
the feel of a place and “the 
quiet moments in between... 
recording the subtleties”. 

He explains: “Hackney 
!was the first place where 
I took this approach; the 
irst time the subject carried 
me, as opposed to having a 
defined idea and executing 
it. It’s a place full of 
contradictions, beautiful 
and bleak, with industry 
Iby meadows. There’s 
something quite magical 
about it.” 

And he still admires the 


area for “the amount of art 
it encourages, and comes 
from it”. 

We touch on the effect of 
the 2012 games on Hackney 
Wick, and he points out 
that the area has constantly 
changed, and thrived from 
it, although he expresses 
regret at the loss of some of 
the meadow areas. 

Stephen has published 
six books on his work in 
Hackney and - he thinks - 
13 books in total. He says 
that they have become his 
most treasured form of 
presentation of his work. 
“Hackney’s been so good 
to me, I feel grateful.” 

Stephen’s work is on 
show at the Brighton 
Biennial photo festival in 
October.

ESIDENTS who 
want to help 
wildlife are being 
urged not to leave 
bread in Hackney’s parks. 

Gardeners have recently 
found large amounts of 
bread at Clapton Pond, 
Stoke Newington Common 
and Springfield Park. 

As well as being 
unsightly, bread and rolls 
can cause gut problems in 
birds. Bread also attracts 
other creatures, such as 
rats, and sometimes foxes. 
When bread is thrown in 
ponds it encourages algae

HAVE you heard a high- 
pitched ‘screee’ noise in 
the skies above you? 

Swifts can be seen 
circling overhead in the 
evening, usually in pairs 
or small groups, but 
numbers halved between 
1994 and 2007. 

The Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB), and local group 


London’s Swifts, have 
teamed up with the 
Mayor of London to 
count the number of 
birds. 

Since Roman 
times they have 
been arriving in 
May and remaining in 
London until August 
or early September. 
They live most of 



their lives in the air and 
only land to breed. They 
feed, mate and even sleep 
on the wing. 

RSPB Regional 
Director Chris Corrigan 
said: “We desperately 
need more information 
about where they are 
breeding. Then we’ll be 
able to protect existing

Unwanted furniture 
feels right at home

A PROJECT that helps 
people on low incomes 
furnish their homes without 
getting into debt is 
providing a new lease of life 
for unwanted furniture. 

The Council has joined 
forces with Homestore, 
which will collect items 
from homes in Hackney 
for free, and then pass 
them on to people who 
are struggling to afford 
furniture. 

The partnership means 
residents who have 
unwanted furniture in 


good condition can have it 
collected for free from their 
homes, at the same time as 
giving something back to 
other residents. 

One resident who 
recently bought a table and 
chairs said: “I borrowed a 
lot of money to put down a 
deposit on my flat and then 
had to borrow more money 
for furniture. 

“Homestore cost less 
than half of what I would 
have paid. It’s made all the 
difference to me.” 

As well as helping those 
in need, donating an item 
prevents it from going 
to landfill. 


The Council also offers a 
free removal service for 
bulky waste such as fridges, 
cookers and furniture. 

The service will collect 
up to five items per 
collection, and make up 
to four collections per 
household each year.

Jazz at Lincoln Center Orchestra with Wynton Marsalis 


Inspirational evening

Wynton Marsalis and the Jazz at Lincoln 
Center Orchestra (with special guests), 
Hackney Empire, 20 June 

Not that I know Wynton Marsalis personally, 
but I’m guessing that the first word his 
friends would use to describe him would be 
‘generous’. What prompts me to think this? 

It could be that Wynton and the Jazz at 
Lincoln Centre Orchestra have just finished 
a residency in East London that involved 
free public performances, and the mentoring 
of young musicians in East End schools. It 
could be that I witnessed first hand Wynton 
chewing the fat with young musicians at the 
back of the Empire after an exhausting two- 
hour set. 

But probably, it’s because for such an 
obscenely talented musician, he is so eager 


to showcase the talents of others and share 
the limelight. This evening was a case in 
point with Wynton playing host to four very 
special guests: Cleveland Watkiss (vocals), 
Jim Hart (vibes), Julian Joseph (piano) and 
Jean Toussaint (tenor sax). Wynton, as a 
frontman, had the easygoing demeanour 
of a man with no ego to placate, and 
nothing to prove. 

Entitled Modern Jazz Masters, the concert 
was the last chapter in Wynton’s journey 
through the history of American Jazz in the 
20th Century up to the current day. It formed 
a spectacular coda for what has been an 
inspirational residency in East London. 

The standing ovation at the end was one of 
the most instantaneous, spontaneous and 
heartfelt that I have ever witnessed. 

Nights like this underline in thick black ink 
why the Empire is such an important part of 
Hackney life. Thanks Wynton, hurry back.

L ITTLE did Thomas 
Briggs know 
when he boarded 
the 9.30pm train 
from Fenchurch Street to 
Hackney on the night of 
9 July 1864 that he was 
taking a deadly journey 
into the history books. 

Mr Briggs, 69, had 
enjoyed dinner in Peckham 
with his younger relation 
Caroline and her husband 
David, a regular event 
since the death of his wife 
some years earlier. 

He was nearing the end 
of a career in the City 
that had seen him rise to 
the post of chief clerk at 
Robarts’ Bank in 
Lombard Street. 

He could 
afford a first-class 
carriage for the 
short rail journey 
home, with only 
two scheduled 
stops at Bow and 
Victoria Park (also 
known as Hackney 


Wick). By coincidence, 
two junior clerks from 
the same bank boarded 
the train at Hackney 
station, choosing the same 
carriage as Mr Briggs. But 
there was no sign of their 
older colleague. All that 
remained were a hat, stick, 
and bag - all smeared and 
sticky with blood. 

It wasn’t long before 
the victim was discovered. 
The driver taking an 
empty train back to 
Fenchurch Street station 
braked hard to avoid 
hitting a 
dark mound 
on the track 
ahead. It 
was Mr 
Briggs; he 


was unconscious and had 
been badly beaten. 

He was taken to the 
nearby Mitford Castle 
pub (now the Top O’ The 
Morning) in Cadogan 
Terrace, Bow. 

He had been robbed 
of his gold watch and his 
smart top hat - the one left 
in the carriage was a 
low-crowned beaver. 

Briggs was taken home 
to Clapton Square, 
but never recovered 
consciousness and died 
the following morning, the 
first person ever 


to be murdered on 
a British railway. 

Appeals for witnesses 
were made and rewards 
offered, with details 
of the hat and watch 
circulated to shops 
and pawnbrokers 
across London. 

Within days, jeweller 
John Death of Cheapside 
came forward, struck by 
the resemblance between 
the missing watch chain 
and one he had been 
offered on the morning 
of 1 1 July by an anxious 
young man with a 
German accent.

cabdriver 
James Matthews supplied 
the name of the suspect. 
He had seen his young 
daughter playing with a 
box from Death’s shop 
only days before, given 
to her by a friend of the 
family who also, stated 
Matthews, wore a 
low-crowned beaver hat 
like that found in the 
railway carriage. 

Now the police knew 
who they were looking 
for: Franz Muller, a 
German tailor lodging 
with a Mr and Mrs Blyth 
in Victoria Park. 

However, Muller had 
fled the country on 1 6 
July. He was now on 
board a sailing ship bound 
for New York. 


But when 
r he arrived, 
Muller was met 
by Inspector Tanner of 
Scotland Yard along with 
the witnesses Death and 
Matthews. They had taken 
a much faster steamship 
and arrived a fortnight 
beforehand. 

He was extradited to 
London and tried for the 
murder of Thomas Briggs 
at the Old Bailey 
in October 1865. 

He swore his 
innocence to the end, 
but the evidence was 
overwhelming and 
Muller was sentenced 
to be hanged. 

He was executed on 
14 November, only at the 
very last breath confessing 
to the hangman that he 
was indeed guilty of 
the crime.

THE Council’s Community 
Safety Wardens are 
covering more ground, 
faster, as they travel the 
borough on two wheels.
